New TARGET readers will recall the epic 
struggle undertaken by an octogenarian 
pensioner, Sid Chaney in suing for libel, Gerry 
Gable, his wife Sonia and the Searchlight 
organisation over a leaflet issued at election time 
by Searchlight, which in Mr Chaney’s opinion 
defamed his reputation. Mr Chaney, a candidate 
in the election promptly issued a writ for libel. 
From the beginning it was obvious that Mr 
Chaney had undertaken an almost impossible 
task. Having no money other than his meagre 
state pension he was forced to represent himself 
in court, whilst the Gable’s engaged the high 
profile (and very expensive) Mishcon de Reya 
solicitors, the same firm that represented the late 
Princess of Wales in her divorces from the future 
King of England, Prince Charles. 

At a very early stage, the case against Sonia 
Gable was thrown out by Romford County Court. 
But Mr Chaney appealed Court decisions at 
every stage and for a while was a regular visitor 
to the High Court in London. Finally, on the 7 th of 
August in the Court of Appeal an order was made 
by the Rt Hon Lord Justice Waller striking out Mr 
Chaney’s final case against Searchlight 
Information Services. Sid Chaney had lost his 
battle! 

By this time, Searchlight and the other 
defendants were claiming legal expenses against 
Mr Chaney totalling £1 17,426, 37p. 

Now the fun begins!

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BNP MEMBERSHIP LIST LEAK

When the British National Party’s entire membership list was P jffiga 

posted onto the Internet a few weeks ago predictably, and almost Jf j ISP 

certainly intentionally, the British media went into a “feeding 1 Sj 

frenzy”. For a few days, national and local newspapers tracked /V 

down and harassed, dozens of British citizens whose only “crime” Lf 

was for their names to appear on what was claimed to be a list of 
members of a legal, democratic political party. 



Police officers, soldiers, members of the Clergy 
and even employees of the Royal household 
found themselves victims of what was rightly 
described as “a sinister witch-hunt” by one 
dissenting national newspaper, the Daily Star. 

Now for us, there are two equally important 
elements to this story ...”who done it” and “why”? 

WHY? 

Well, I am afraid that we do not agree with BNP 
Chairman Nick Griffin in his November 20th letter 
to members that “the publicity about the high 
quality of our membership has massively 
improved our image”. In fact, we believe many, 
many members will now not renew their 
membership. Thus disrupting the future growth 
of the party. This clearly was one of the 
intensions of leaking the list! 

Quite rightly, there is nothing wrong, morally or 
legally in being a member of the BNP but, we 
British just don’t advertise what we believe in! We 
don’t “do” politics. Go to any venue where there 
are thousands of members of the British public 
gathered and see how many are wearing political 
party badges. Labour and the Tories claim to 
have around a million members between them, 
but how many people did you see on the train this 
morning wearing a Labour or Conservative party 
badge? 

The leaking of the list was designed to 
embarrass BNP members to their friends, 
employers and work colleagues and to 
dissuade new members from joining! 

The leaking of the list also undermines the BNP 
security and will make prospective new members 
with sensitive jobs etc think twice before joining 
an organisation which seems so cavalier with its 
membership details. 

Whoever published the list on the Internet, 
making it potentially available to millions of 



people, knew that the impact would go much 
further than just being an embarrassment to Nick 
Griffin and other members of the BNP leadership. 

The extreme-left have a history of harassing 
nationalist through the trade unions and through 
their employers, as well as physically attacking 
nationalists, their families and their property! 

Surely, anyone who has taken part in nationalist 
politics would not wish fellow nationalists to be 
persecuted just because they have a grievance 
against the BNP leadership? Since the list was 
published people appearing on the list have been 
dismissed from their jobs, and others suspended. 
Obscene and threatening phone calls have been 
received and property vandalised. Would 
dissident nationalists deliberately inflict this on 
those who share their nationalist ideology? We 
think not! 

The leaking of the list was a malicious and 
malevolent act by those frightened by the 
success and growth of the BNP! 

We believe that a senior member of the BNP or a 
former senior member has been working for 
Special Branch passing on sensitive information 
about BNP business for some time. The initial 
approach was probably made by Special Branch 
and money would have been offered. The motive 
for passing on the membership list could have 
been either a large sum of money or an attempt to 
undermine the BNP leadership. It is entirely 
probable that the BNP traitor could have passed 
the list to his/her contact and not published the list 
on the Internet themselves! 

In fact the traitor could now be horrified to see 
the damage done to ordinary members by 
publishing the list. But all too late, the damage 
has been done!

Part TWO: WHO DOME IT P 

When investigating the most likely suspects for the leak we need to examine 
two vital factors, motive and access. The entire British political 
establishment have been frightened by the recent successes of the BNP both 
in court and at the ballot box. Indeed, if the BNP progress is not halted then 
there is every likelihood that they will gain either MEPs or MPs at the next 
elections! 




Who says so? Well, Sonia Gable, deputy editor 
of Searchlight magazine for a start. In the 
December 2008 issue Sonia conceded that in 
the North-West of England the BNP “have a 
realistic chance of winning a seat” in the 
forthcoming European elections. History shows 
that the Labour party have been the main losers 
where BNP gains have been made. In East 
London, Labour MP, Jon Crudas is favourite to 
be the first Labour MP to be dislodged by a BNP 
candidate in the next General Election! 

So, in our opinion the Labour establishment 
are the prime suspects for motive! 

Now, Labour can operate on two fronts. Being 
the party in power they have consistently 
politicised our police force, using Special Branch 
to harass the BNP at every opportunity. A recent 
Internet release by the BNP reports on several 
known approaches to BNP senior members by 
Special Branch. Often the approach is made in a 
friendly way such as asking for help in identifying 
right-wing extremists believed to be trying to 
infiltrate the BNP. The approach is normally 
accompanied by offers of largish sums of 
money, so it would be foolish to think that there 
are no Special Branch informants deep within 
the BNP, even at a high level! A level that 
could have access to membership details! 

The other subversion experts that Labour has 
access to is Searchlight. This quasi-political 
family business receives much of its support 
from Labour dominated trade unions and Labour 
supporting charities and newspapers. 

In January 2008, BNP Chairman Nick Griffin, 
gave a fairly detailed report on known 
subversion attempts by Searchlight including 
names and details of BNP members approached 
with offers of money in exchange for information. 
It must also be remembered that in many cases 
Searchlight do not have to approach dissident 
nationalists for information, in too many cases 



nationalists with a petty grievance approach 
Searchlight volunteering information 
But strangely Searchlight has distanced itself 
from involvement in the leaked membership list. 
In the latest issue deputy-editor Sonia Gable 
rubbishes the list as “unreliable”. However it 
must be remembered that Searchlight has a 
history of “disinformation” often attacking political 
activists as “hard-line Nazis” or worse, when in 
fact they are merely creating a camouflage for 
their very own assets. Two prime examples of 
this are the cases of Ray Hill and Darren Wells.. 
Unfortunately for these dissidents, Searchlight 
also has a habit of drawing them in to their web 
of treachery. Ray Hill, Mathew Collins and 
Darren Wells were all hard-core genuine 
nationalists who sold out to Searchlight either for 
money or to settle petty grievances. When they 
ceased to be of use, Searchlight exposed them 
and claimed another “victory”. 

So “who done it”? We believe that the culprit is 
a BNP official or former official of sufficient 
importance to have access to the complete 
national membership list, and who has a 
grievance against the BNP leadership. The 
traitor has probably been cooperating with 
Special Branch for some time. 

We firmly believe the initial approach was made 
by Special Branch, not Searchlight, who then 
handed the resulting information to their friends 
at Searchlight to distribute. 

Searchlight realised that the list was not entirely 
accurate and probably illegally obtained, so 
publicly distanced themselves from it. But 
realising the damage it would cause the BNP 
they handed it to extreme-left contacts, probably 
in the United States for distribution. 

Two people have been arrested but not 
formally charged. The culprit may still be 
undiscovered!

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SEARCHLIGHT GOES BACK TO ITS

But, as 
he failed to hold any 
meetings for almost two 
years he was forced to 
resign in February 2006 for 
“domestic and work 
reasons’’.

So after years of courting national newspapers and trade 
unions, why would Searchlight expose itself so publicly as an 
organisation that actively supports the most horrendous 
political ideology ever known to man? 



Could money be the 
answer? 

You will have already read 
in this bulletin that 
Searchlight has incurred 
legal costs of almost 
£118,000 in defending a 
libel action brought by a Mr Sid Chaney. 

Also, a letter seen by us, confirms that the London Councils, 
(formally the Association of London Boroughs) “no longer 
provides any grant funding to Searchlight”. This funding is 
believed to have amounted to over £20,000 a year! 



So could Gerry Gable’s sudden 
reappearance in one of East 
London’s grottiest boroughs mixing 
with life’s eternal losers such as 
Monty Goldman, an obnoxious little 
Communist who has been losing 
elections for over 40 years, have 
anything to do with the recent good 
fortune of CPB leader Anita Halpin? 
Anita, or Stalin’s granny as she is 
fondly known, recently won a court 
battle awarding her the ownership of 
a painting worth over £20 million. 
Well, £20.5 million is the amount she got for the painting at 
auction! Is Gerry hoping for a handout from “Stalin’s granny”? 
If this is the case then he could well be disappointed. 
Disgruntled members of the CPB are growing increasingly 
bitter that to date; the new multi-millionairess has only 
donated just under £10,000 to the party that she, and her 
husband Kevin, have effectively led for the past decade. 
Although Searchlight still enjoys limited financial support from 
the Rowntree Trust, and the “Unite” trade union (led by 
former CPB member Derek Simpson) it must be noted that 
Searchlight’s rival “Unite Against Fascism” has attracted the 
support of the Communication Workers Union, whose 
General Secretary, Billy Hayes has recently become treasurer 
of the organisation. 
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SWP TO SPLIT? 

The Socialist Workers Party, 
founders of the Anti-Nazi League 
and a host of other “popular front” 
groups is facing a major split. The 
proposal by members of the all- 
powerful, Central Committee, to 
remove John Rees from the 
Central Committee will be voted on 
at the Annual Members 
Conference early in the New Year. 
Rees it would seem is the 
scapegoat for the disastrous policy 
of neglecting the SWP in favour of 
a closer working relationship with 
George Galloway and his Respect 
party. Rees saw this as a move for 
personal advancement with 
himself becoming a Respect MP. 
When wily Galloway saw what was 
happening he promptly closed the 
door in the face of Rees. 

In fury, Rees departed and tried to 
move the SWP support to the 
short-lived Respect Independent 
Group. Galloway and his 
supporters had already foreseen 
such a move and secured the 
party’s national headquarters 
building by creeping in to the 
building at night and changing the 
locks. Rees then claimed that he 
was the leader of the “true” 
Respect and that Galloway and his 
supporters had split away. Rees 
even went as far as organising a 
rival “Respect Annual Conference” 
but neglected to consult his SWP 
Central Committee comrades 
before acting. He has been 
charged with a breach of 
discipline. 

If Rees is as forecast, booted off of 
the Central Committee, then his 
partner, Lindsey German, 
Respect’s candidate in the London 
Mayoral elections, will no doubt 
resign to help Rees organise a 
new SWP faction.

TOMMY SHERIDAN CALLS 
FOR A TRUCE 

Tommy Sheridan has called on 
Scotland’s extreme-left parties to 
call a truce and form an electoral 
pact in time for the next General 
Election. But, the problem for 
Tommy is that he is now regarded 
at best as an unimportant nobody, 
and at worst a political liability, 
who could still end up with a stiff 
prison sentence for perjury. 
Tommy’s troubles started when he 
successfully sued a national 
newspaper that had alleged that 
the then Scottish MSP attended 
“drug fuelled sex parties” at 
“swingers clubs”. After being 
awarded £200,000 damages the 
newspaper appealed and 
suggested that Sheridan, his wife 
Gail and several supporters had 
lied in court while under oath. This 
complaint was taken up by the 
Lothian and Borders police, who 
will decide in March if there is a 
case to answer. Early reports 
suggest that the police have 
already established that 
Sheridan’s mobile phone was 
used at a “swingers club”, despite 
Sheridan denying ever having 
been near the location! If 
convicted of perjury Sheridan 
could go to prison as Jeffrey 



Archer and Jonathan Aitken found 
out. 

The libel case caused a split in 
Sheridan’s Scottish Socialist Party 
and Sheridan left to form a new 
party, Solidarity. In the following 
Scottish parliament elections 
Sheridan lost his parliamentary 
seat, and in March was sacked 
from his presenter’s job at Radio 
Talk 107. He is now reported to be 
studying law as a “mature 
student”. 

A “Campaign to Defend Tommy 
Sheridan” has been launched by 
“the usual suspects” including 
former IRA terrorist suspects, 
Gerry Conlon and Paddy Hill. 
Donations are invited to be sent 
directly to Tommy’s Glasgow 
home, but it is not clear if the 
money is to be used for his 
defense campaign or his swingers 
club subscription!
